A week ago half a million of Short-line 
stock might have been had at fifty cents 
on the dollar and perhaps as much as one 
hun red thousand dollars at a less figure. 
By the terms of thé lease an advance of 
fifteen cents has been obtained, and this so 
quietly that, until the.transaction was an- 
nounced in the CourrmmrR-JouRNAL, the 
public had no knowledge of it. The con- 
cerns of the road itself, which has been in 
a most straitened condition, have been 
handied with the same quiet and discreet 
manner. Dr. GREEN is undéstood to 


-have sympathized with public sentiment 


in Louisville and to have earnestly desired 
and labored to save the city from the maw 
of the Pennsylvania Central. The com- 
munity owes him, in connection with Lyt- 
TLETON Cooke, Dr. Sranpirorp, and 
Joshua F. Sr, a debt of gratitude for 
the manliness with which they stood up 
for us. 


It will be our own fault if we do not im- 
prove our present opportunities. By the 
judicious handling of our stock in the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad we ought 
to be able to protect our interests in that 
quarter. But we must have another dis- 
tinct line into the South; and we must put 
money enough in this to control it. The 
North and East will come to us, just as 
the Chesapeake and Ohio and Pennsylva- 
nia. Central. have come tous. What we 
want is an abundance of short-cuts and 
outlets into the South. We have one going 
right into the heart of Alabama, to Mo- 
bile and Penaacolea.. We want two more, 
one going direct to the right of u inte the 
Mississippi Valley, and the other to the 
left of us into Georgia. Whether we 
build a separate line to Chattanooga, or 
tap the probable. extension of the Ken- 
tucky Central, is one question to be con- 
sidered—whether we smooth out Mr. 
DULANEY's road so as to make it independ- 
ent of the Louisville and Nashville road, 
or whether we go in with LyYTTLETON 
Cooxx and build the Memphis Air-line, is 
another. The people must weigh these 
questions closely. On the solution of the 
two problems our future as a commanding 
railway center very largely depends. At 
this moment we hold the call on every 
competitor, and nothing but wretched, un- 
skillful playing can lose us the immense 
advantage we have in the game. 


The Political Sitaation. 

It is a curious and, in some respects, 
an anomalous circumstance, that, whilst

‘The Short-Line Sale. 

The contest between the Pennsylvania 
company and the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad Company for the possession of 
the Louisville, Cincinnati and Lexington 
Short-line railroad is virtually ended. It 
was & very pretty fight while it lasted, but 
it was short, as well as sharp and decisive, 


and resulted in the triumph of the Vir. - 


ginia line. Saturday afternoon the Board 
of Directors of the Short-line met in the 
Superintendent’s office, at the depot, and 
accepted the proposition of the Chesapeake 


| and Ohio Company, which gives the latter 


the control of the road. The written. con’ 
tract is now in preparation and will be 
“signed, sealed and delivered“ to-day. 
The terms of the sale are substantially as 
follows: 

The Short-line company will issue ene 
million dollars of new bonds, which the 
Chesapeake and Ohio company will buy; 
the latter company pledges itself to pur- 
chase all the private stock in the Short- 
line which may be offered within sixty 
days at sixty cents on the dollar, cash, or 
at sixty-five cents on the dollar on six, nine 
and twelve months’ time; and the Short- 
line company guarantees that a sufficient 
number of shares of such stock shall be 
offered to give the Chesapeake and Ohio 
company complete control of the road. It 
will require about $300,000 in stock to ful- 
fill the latter condition,and the directors will 
have to make up the amount by offering 
their own steck, if the other stockholders 
fail to take advantage of the opportunity 
to realize on their shares. This arrange- 
ment does not touch the rights of any 
stockholder, nor affect any stock not 
offered for sale under the contract. Nor 
is any change contemplated in the official 
roster of the Shori-line company. The 
present management will continue in 
office and conduct the affairs of the road 
as usual until the next regular election in 
September, 1872, when the purchasing 
company will vote its majority of the 
stock, like any other stockholder, and in 
that way control and direct the manage- 
ment of the road, and guard the interests 
of its investment. 

The vast combinations and consolida- 
tions which: are the prominent features in 
the administration of the railroad interests 
of the country, and out of which grow the 
powerful corporations that exercise so 
great an influence, not only in guiding and 
promoting the development of the country 
itself, but also, unfortunately, in corrupt - 
ing and controlling fts legislation, and ex- 
erting a most demoralizing influence upon 
the public at large, render it impossible for 
a short line of railroad to stand alone, and 


few of them hold out long against 


the approach of a great monop- 
oly. This is, of course, more par- 
ticularly the case with those roads 
which are located where the business 
upon. which they depend can be sent 
around them by other lines. Except in 
the local business they may trunsact, such 
roads are at the mercy of the great com- 
binations which control the through busi- 
ness. For this reason, among others, 
the management of the Short-line deemed 
it advisable to sell the road to the best ad- 
vantage. 3 

There were two large corporations mov- 
ing in this direction, both of which could 
make the Short-line available. in carrying 
out the plans and objects they had in 
view. The Pennsylvania company and 
the Chesapeake and Ohio company 
each looked to Louisville as an ob- 
jective point, and each desired to control 
as much as possible the railroad business 
with the city itgelf, and the trade and travel 
which pass through here from the South 
and Southwest. Each of these companies 
was, therefore, a bidder for the Short-line 
railroad. The Chesapeake and Ohio made 
a better offer than the Pennsylvania com- 
pany, and the latter increased their bid. 
During the railroad convention on Friday, 
Mr. HUNTINGTON, president of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio road, was in the city, and 
improved the opportunity to increase the 
bid of his company over that of the Penn- 
sylvania coporation, and a meeting of the 
directors followed Saturday, with the re- 
sult stated. 

The Short-line owes the Pennsylvania 
company $400,000, dut the debt will not 
be due for some time. Besides this, it is 
under a contract with the Keystone Bridge 
Company, building the bridge at Newport, 
by which it guarantees to that bridge $75,- 
000 per annum in tolls. The road, hew- 
ever, the officers say, is doing a fair busi- 
ness, and was paying its obligations to the 
Pennsylvania company as they fell due. It 
is not unlikely that the latter company will 
eventually come into possession of that 
part of the line which extends to Ciacin- 
nati, by purchase from the Ohesapeake and 
Ohio, which, as the enterprise is at pres- 
ent understood, will not need it, the 


possession of the road to Lexington being 


its principal object in the transaction. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio company hayv- 
ing taken the Lexington and Big Sandy 
railroad in hand recently, and now having 
purchased the Short-line, has suddenly he- 
come a subject of interest and importance 
to Louisville. It is feared by some that 
the purpose is at some future time to ex- 
tend the line from Lexington into Tennes- 
see in the direction of McMinnville, thus 
making a short cut to Chattanooga, which 
will leave Louisville in an elbow, and give 
Cincinnati a more direct line to the South- 
ern railroad centers. One effect of the 
purchase of the Short-line will, it

one of the most imporant strategic places of 
Germany. Pagan and papal Rome lodged 
themselves in Mayence; it hag been overrun by 
the conqueror of the world; it has been French: 
it is now Prussian. No city of Germany car- 
ries mere proudly the signs of ecclesiastical 
power, and it is chiefly interesting for its 
Roman antiquities and its monuments of the 
and turbulent ages of Germany—the 
“Medietal and {Renaissance epochs. The 
cathedral, Jess famous, but more ancient and 
illustrious in its historic significance, than 
the Cathedral ot Cologne, is a grand Roman- 
esque structure, dating from the 
and therefore anterior 
to the gothie style in all its leading character- 
istics, and it is: richer in curious and costly 
monuments than any church in Germany; and 

in fact, the chief feature of a visit to Mayence 
is the ostentatious and remarkable memorials 
of the princely bishops and clectors who pre- 
sided over the fortunes of golden Mayence,’’ 
as it was called. The memorial tombs, the 
monumental tablets, the seulptured effigies of 
the clerical rulers of Mayence are said to be 

beyond eom parison with anything of the kind 

in Germany. One must go to Italy—to the 
very home of clerical luxury and papal pomp— 
tofind anything so suggestive of the opulence 
and worldliness of the clergy as one can see 
in the majestic Cathedral of Mayence. 

The vaulted nave is supported by fifty-seven 
gigantic pillars, and on each side of these pil- 
lars are ipgenious sculptures significant of the 
proud and illustrious archbishops who have 
centrolled the civil and spiritual interests of 
Mayenee. Most of them are monumental fig- 
ures in full rehef, the size of life, in the living 
habit of the epoch of each one; and they are 
surrounded with all that the grotesque or 
quaint or luxurious fancy of the sculptor 
could invent—from the firm, irregular, ascetic 
forms of monkish tasic of the middle ages, 
from the delicate elegance of the perfect 
Gothic, from the efflorescent shapes of the 
latest Gothic to the overloaded magnificence 


ol the Renaissance taste—which was expres- 


sive of the unien of Catholic and Pagan ideas 


| im ute and art flourishing in Italy and France 


during the sixteenth and seventeenth een 
turiee—downto the prosaic, tasteless concep- 
tions of the eighteenth century. 

In Germany, up to the sixteenth century, 
little, if any, gold or gilt was employed in the 
decoration of monumental sculpture; but, for 
the pride and luxury of the clergy of che. slx- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries, the gold of 
gilt and the costly beauty of colored marbles 
were used to make these tombs expressive of 
the rank, the opulenee, the magnificence, of 
the mighty and warlike archbishops of May- 
ence, as of the prelates of Italy in her cor- 
rupt hour. 

The tombs of rich men in our American 
cemeteries, yet white and polished, with the 
glos of newness upon them, are devoid of 
general interest, and humbly incxpensive, 
compared with the monumental effigies and 
symbolic figures upon the time-touched 
tombs of the mighty men of old Mayence, 
which yet glisten with dimmed gold and 
gleam with the various tints of polished 
marble .of every bue, and carry the embla- 
zoned shiclds, the heraldic signs of the great 
family, the strong alliances, in a word, “‘a 
hundred coats ef arms,“ which belonged to 
those masters of the civil and OR EES Lue of 
Mayenee. We may read the his- ry of Roman 
pontiffs, we may follow tue fortunes of great 
French cardinals, and the sumptaous and am- 
bitious archbishops of Eagland, in picturesque 
and glowing narratives, but, without secinmg 
the actual vestiges of priestly opulence, must 
tall to realize the enormous worldliness which 
has a@orned itself with the material splendor 
of kings, and called itself the servant of reli- 
gion and the follower of the carpenter's son, 
who Knew bot where to lay his head, and was 
hurried to death by the powerful psesthood 
of Judea. 

Follow me and my cuide through the poetic 
dusk—‘‘the dim religious light,“ as the 
purple-tinted poet calls it—through the his- 
toric gloom of the mighty Cathedral of May- 
ence; stand with me at the base of one of 
these high-ascending and gigantic pillars. 
Overhead the roof springs, a blue vault 
sprinkled with golden stars; the pale, old 
sacristan, with his pale eyes and parchment 
skin, tells us of what we sec; he knows his 
tale by heart, and is judicious, like a Boston 
orator, in reserving his emphasis for the most 
remarkable fact. Pale old ghost, walking 
servitor in black skull-cap and black gown, 
he points to the dead glories of the ancient 
See of Mayence telling us, as one accustomed 
to speak to submissive ignorance, of the rela- 
tive importance, as works of art, of each 
sculptured. stone, and gleaming like a wintry 
sunset, with a frosty smile, at the least sign 
of appreciation of his pedantic communica- 
tions concerning the quaint or splendid me- 
morials of the masters of Mayence. 

Do not confound this recital of the priestly 
splendors of the tombs of the archbishops of 
Mayence with the hoary glory of the tombs of 
kings, queens, and pocts, and soldicrs in 
Westminster Abbey; understand that the two 
or three hundred tombs of Mayence do not 
impress one like the sculptured 
majesty. of the tombs of the French 
kings who repose under the monumental 
stones of the Cathedral of Saint Denis, near 
Faris. Westminster Abbey and Saint Deuis 
justly express the hoary antiquity and the 
royal pomp of the inurned ashes of the rulers 


-of England and France; there is nothing in- 


congruous between the proud life, the glory 
of power, and the splendid memorial tombs of 
the secular rulers of worldly kingdoms. It is 
wholly diſlerent at Mayence, where the re- 
ligious and secular are confounded; where 
princely acchbishops repose under the rich 
symbols of mundane power and the devices of 
professional piety and official religion, which 
clash in the diverse sentiments they inspire. 
The entablatures, the shields, all the 
curious shapes of olden time, boast of the 
secular power, and “betray the worldly 
pride and grasping ambition of these stiff 
and illustrious churchmen, while they stand 
in the immortality of enduring sculptures as 
the servants of the meek and guileless son of 
Mary of Bethichem. 

Not the least renowned of these Archbish- 
ops was Seigfried of the fourteeuth ceutury. 
Another was Didier of the sixteenth. The 
Archbishops of Mayence were scholars and 
warriors, leaders of great leagues, men who 
fought in Italy at the head of warlike Ger- 
mans, who bore arms against the Turk. They 
were just such grasping, active, overreaching 
men as the railroad barons of our later civili- 
zation. One of the most overbearing 
of these spiritual fathers was actu- 
ally besieged in his castle by his 
own people. The names of these puissant 
potentates of the church are still proudly 

German families; the Schoneburgs, 
the Brudenburgs are still extant, and can 
point to the golden and bloody renown of 
mighty ancestors who carried the sword and 
wore the gown in Mayence. But we cannot 
deseribe in detail the monuments of these 
men; we can only say they are crowded with 
symbolic figures of the Christian mythology, 
others with the elaborate devices of Gothic 
taste—the story of Christ, the fables of Saint

alarm wires for the bells and gongs. A signal 
circuit is a telegraphic wire which proceeds from 
the battery in the fire-elarm office, and is 
stretched over a given section of the city, rum 
ning in a zig-zag direction, according to the lo- 
cation of the different signal-boxes in the circuit. 
These three mainwires taking different directions 
wind their way around to each signal-box in the 
communication 


The effect of the two upon the electrical ma- 
chinery is the same, but their operation is dif- 
ferent. 


HOW TO GIVE THE SIGNAL. 

In giving the automatic signal it is only 
necessary to open the door and pull downs 
brass hook which stands outside tne machinery. 
and is attached to a spring that sets the wheels 
to revolving. In giving a signal by the combina- 
tion-box, a crank is turned round, and carries 
with it a wheel which affecta the other machine- 
ry, as to give the signal number in each of its 
revolutions. Although one revolution of the 
crank will give the proper „, tf tu: ued lu 
great haste it will register the signal illegibly in 
the office, and for this reason persons 
giving signals im case of fire are re- 
quested by the Chief of the Fire Department to 
turn the crank slowly, and to make about 
twenty-five revolutions before ceasing, so that 
there may be no mistake or confusion on the 
part of the operator at the office. 

MACHINERY OF THE BOXES. 

Each of these s'gnal-boxes contains a wheel, 
with cogs made to strike against a small instru- 
ment whieh works upon a spring, attached to the 
machinery so as to break the circuit as each cog 
comes in contact with the projection. The 
cogs, or catchers, as they may be called, in the 
automatic box, differ from those on the com- 
bination wheel, the former consisting of brass 
blocks similar to the long bars on the cylinder 
ofa music-box or hand-organ, all being of the 
same length, with a short pause or space be 
tween each bar, except for a number of two 
figures, as for instance 56, for which number 
five cogs are placed at equal distances apart, 
then « wide space is left on the wheel, followed 
by the other eight cogs or bars, arranged the 
game as the first number; and the five and eight 
thus arranged stand for 58—and so on through 


movement gives an impetus to the cirouit-break- 
er and causes it to work as though it were under 
the hand of the operator, each depression made 
by the cogs on the revolving wheel sending out 
the electrical current upon the wires just as 
news is transmitted from one city to another. 

4 THE REGISTER. 

The signal thus given is received in the alarm 
telegraph office by an instrument called the 
register, which is a piece of machinery made up 
of wheels and springs made to register or write 
the dispatch, and which operates under the iafiu- 
ence of the current disturbed by the cir- 
cuit-breaker in the box. A long, narrow strip of 
white paper is run through the register by the 
revolution of wheels and cylinders, 
over one cylinder against which rests the point 
of a.steel pencil attached to a spring, which is 
also made to work by the same influence and at 
the same time, and, when a signal is being 
transmitted, it is made to bear down upon

If, for instance, the signal should be No. 17, the 
revolution of the box-wheel causes the pencil in 
the register at the office to write: 

The combination wheel works upon the same 
principle as the automatic, though the system of 
régistering or writing the signal by the instru- 
ment is altogether different, the cogs upon the 
signal wheel being made of combination numbers 
formed by dots, dashes, and spaces. It signal
